BERLIN, March 14.—The reported ap- 
pointment of Generals <Averescu, Co- 
tescu; ‘and Présan as commanders’ in 
chief ‘of the First; Second, and Third 
Rumanian Armies, and particularly ‘the f 
date April 14, when the appointment .to 
these highest military posts become ef- 
fective, continues to arouse more than 
mere iriterest in“German military and 
political circles, espécially’ taken in con- 
nection* with the return of the Rumanian 
Minister to Sofia ‘after, five months’ ab- 
hsence and continued Bucharest reports 
of the * increasing activity of the war 
party. All this is believed to foreshadow 
ajjast décisive diplématic battle in the 
Balkans, with the German western 
offensive as the principal factor.

Judiciary Committee “tndefinitely 
Postpones” —Report — Cooper 
Union Protest Meeting Called.

ALBANY, Match 14.—By a vote. ex- 
ceeding all expectations, the Assembly 
today passed the Whitney-Brereton res- 
dlution providing for the submission of 


the Woman suffrage question again in| 


1917. -The vote was 108 to. 30. Mrs. 
Whitman, wife of: the Governor, was 
among the women in the Assembly lobby 
when the vote was taken. 

The suffragists were disappointed in 


their efforts this afternoon to get the 


Sénate Judiciary Committée’ to report 
the . resolution, when the members 
sent word to the .200 -.women camped 
outside of the committee room door that 
they had voted to postpone indefinitely 
consideration of the suffrage resolu- 
tion. Mrs.“Norman de. R. Whitehouse 
thereupon mounted a chair and calfed 
& meeting of ‘protest to be held on 
Thursday night in Cooper Union. The 
action of the Judiciary Committee in 
postponing action for the fifth time 
was taken on the advice of Senate 
Leader Elon R. Brown, who does not 
take kindly to the persistance of the 
suffragists. On their part, the suffrag- 
ists maintain that as a majority of the 
committee is in favor of their resolution, 
Senator Brown is not treating. them 
‘kindly in delaying a report’ on, It.

Assemblyman Nickerson of New York 
thought that the resolution was an se 
tempt to criticize the verdict. of 
voters as expressed last Fall.

If the..United States‘is forced to in- 
tervene. in Mexico to: establish, a stable 
Government it ‘will méan ‘a- job: that 
will take at least five yéars to accom- 
plish, and the minimim army that must 
be called into service: will be from 400,- 
000. to 500,000 trained men, 

That was the statement made last 
night by Colonel Edwin F. Glenn, U.S. 
A., the Chief of Staff of the Eastern 
Department, at Governors Island. 

The occasion was the annual dinner of 
the Sphinx Club at the Waldorf-Astoria 
and those who heard the spéech num- 
bered about 1,000 men, among them 
some of the beast known citizens of New 
York. : 

Colonel -Glenn did not hesitate to say 
that he could understand ,Mexico’s posi- 
tion in‘ not welcoming ofr. crossing the 
border line é@ven for the purpose of 
chasing so despicable a bandit as is 
Villa, 

‘Reverse the situation,” he said, “and 
imagine what would happen. in this 
country if Mexico announced that.she 
.was going to send five, ten, or fifteen 
‘thousand men across our border, - W;

Prefacing his remarks . witha few
